Goodneſs, as might; one would think, ſtop the Mouths 
of captious Inquirers, and make the Eloquent Preacher 
and the Worker of Miracles paſs for a _compleat Sazyr. 
The concurrence of ' fuchi Qualifications muſt needs 
glitter wonderfully before the Common World , and 
prejudice them very far in favour of their glaring Luſtre ; 
yet theſe may, poſſibly meet, where zrue juſtifying Faith 
and wnfailing Hope are wanting, and the moſt extenſive 
Beunty may be without Charity. Where it's ſo, how- 
ever fooliſh Men may applaud them, their Eloquence 
makes them no better than ſounding Braſs, or tinkling 
d | Cymbals. Their Knowledge and Miracles make them 
juſt othing, and their Zeal and Liberality can profit 
them nothing. Theſe three azide indeed, Faith, Hope, 
and Charity ; but the greateſt of theſe is Charity. Love 
or Charity is the certain Fvidence, the natural] Conſe- 
quence, the inſeparable Companion , and the Crown- 
ing Perfetion of the other Two, There's no ſuch 
Love, as the Text requires, but where there's ſound 
Faith and vigorous Hope ; and there's no ſuch Hope, 
or ſuch Fazth, but it will always work by Love. This 
Charity therefore and Almsgiving, or Care for. the Poor, 
are very different things ; they are excellent Compa- - 
nions indeed, bur they may be parted, and where 
they are ſo, though I beſlow all my Gaodsy to feed, or 
to provide all Neceſlaries for the. Poor, (for Feeding,

— luffers ——— Chriſtian endued with 
exerciſes the utmoſt Patience under the. greateſt tin 
ries. He reflets on God's dealing with himſelf, and wit 
a wicked World ; and therefore breaks not out _— 
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Rage againſt him who wrongs him; much leſs will 
he meditate Revenge ; he leaves that to God ; and as 
his Heavenly Father is gracious both to the Good and Bad, 
his Servants and his Enemies, ſo this Max of Love will 
be kind to All, particularly to thoſe who have «s'd him 
worſt, But the Man who gives Alms in abundance may 
be waſpiſh, malicious, revengeful, barbarous. 

Charity , or true Chriſtian Love envierh not :— The 
true Chriſtian ſees his Enemy thrive with Joy : He's 
pleas'd with every good ,4&jon which proceeds from him, 
and with every Reward which he receives. He looks on 
the Learning, Virtue,Piety of all Men with ſatisfaction ; 
and when they grow Great, Powerful, Rich by ſach 
meaxs, or have a mighty Intereſt among good Men, 
he's pleas'd to ſee his Father's Honour promoted ; and 
can quietly let others get a greater Reputation, even 
in thoſe things in which hwmſelf is moſt ambitious to 
excell- The Man of Alms may grudge every thing, that 
flips. his own hands, and in the Care for the Poor, fool-_ 
iſhly ſtrive to engroſs the ſole Management, and the 
entire Reputation. 

This Love or Charity vaunteth not it ſelf —u not puft 
4p — He whois bleſsd with this Grace.is not loud when 
he gives his Alms, 'norſtunns every. Company with the 
noiſe of his Induſtry and Beneficence.. The deepeſt wa- 
ters flide with the igreareſt ſilence, and the moj# merciful 
Men Ive to' be kind in ſecret; They. would not have 
their teft hands know: what their right hands give. Irsa 
Reward which God only beſtows which they feek, and 
there's no need of prochiming it in_the Ears of Men: 
Bat he then, who is God's choten Inftrament to be a com- 
mon Benefatthr, will be rhe Humbleſt Man in the World. 
Some who have been Careful for the Poor have been very 
EteAtivein thy Grace, and have loved 2s well to be raken 
nOttce Of for it, as to QUO it. This 
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This Charity doth not behave it ſelf unſeemly, ſeek- 
eth not her own, is not eafily provolt'd, thinketh no Evil. 
----;, e, The Man of true Goodneſs or Charity, ſhews no 
Impudence either in his Language, or his Carriage ; 
He'll vindicate himſelf, bur he'll afperſe none, raiſe no 
Scandals, ſpread no falſe News, or Lyes, be modeſt 
among his Superiors, and affront none, much leſs his 
Maker. He ſtudies the Publick Good chiefly ; and, that 
aS it .is Publick, and not meerly as ſuiting to his own 
Genius or Inclination. He'll be ſo far from Spite or 
Inveteracy , that, to the urmoſt of his power, hell 
conquer the ſudden«Eruptions of his Paſſions; and nei- 
ther the Miſmanazement, or ſupposd Ingratitude of 
others, ſhall torce Him beyond the Bounds of Reaſon. 
He has no jealous thoughts of others, as it they in- 
tended ill, when they did not; He means no ſuch 
thing bimſelf, and meaſures the Innocence of others 
by his own : A Man may be very kind to the Poor, 
and yet , be rude and ill-manner'd 3 ſtudy his own 
Humour only, be mad tor Trifles, and jealous of every 
Body, without a Contradidtion. 

Charity rejayces not in iniquity , but rejoyces in the Truth. 
The ſincere Chriſtian takes no pleaſure to ſee Inno- 
cence condemn'd, or Merit unrewarded. He's not pleas'd 
when Falſhood finds Favour, though his own Inrereſts 
may be advanced by it; nor can he love Confufton, 
though troubled Waters might be beſt for himlelt to 
Fiſh in. He laughs not to ſce good Men diſappointed 
of their juſt Hopes; but when Truth, and Honeſty, 
and real Worth is advanced, he's glad for the Publick, 
though his own Foncar ſhould be clouded by it : Bur 
it's poſſible a /arge A/msgiver may be very deicive 
in theſe reſpects. 


B True 
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True Charity beareth all things, believeth all things, 
hopeth all things , endureth all things. —The Man of 
Charity is the great Pillar on whom all Publick Afﬀairs 
may fſatcly reſt ; He adds Strength to a Cauſe and Efe- 
cacy, to a good Deſign. Hell never divulze his Neigh- 
bour's Crimes , much leſs Calumniate him ; but if he 
can, with the veil of Love and Pity, he*]l cover the 
Multitude of his Errors. He's ready to believe every 
thing that's good of him ; and to ſuppoſe his Truth 
and Integrity, where it's not plainly obnoxious, in his 
general Converſation. He'!l live in hopes to ſee the 
Man, who is Vicious and Extravagant at preſent, mend ; 
and he'll add his Counſel, and his Prayers, to his fa- 
vourable Expeftations. He knows great Sinners have 
found Mercy by Repentance ; and why ſhould he con- 
clude that Man deſperate, to whom God ſtill affords the 
means of Grace 2 For Himſelf, he fears no Calumny, he 
ſtarts at no Danger, but is ready to be a Confeſſor or 
Martyr, rather than to renounce that Sweezneſs of Tem- 


er which Chriſtianity introduces ;3 or that Dottrine of 


Faith which his Maſter hath bequeath'd to him. He's 
not a Bigot for Errors, -nor a Patron of Blaſphemies ; 
Heaven's his aim, and Truth's his way ; his Redeemer 
is the great Maſter of it , and the Treaſure of it is 
" open'd to him in his Divine Revelations : A Man wery 
forward to relieve the Poor may be an open Calum 
niator, credulous of every ſpiteful Refletion , doubt 
of his Brother's Reformation , when he's in a fafer 
Courſe than himſelf, and prove a meer Fcebolius in 
his Religion when he's in Danger of being call'd to 
Martyrdom. 

We have ſeen then the Eſſentiating Charafers of a 
truly good Chriſtian, if he have not this Grace of Cha- 
rity, he's nothing ; He's no more capable of Heaven 

or 
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or Happineſs, than an Adulrterer or a Murderer. This 
Love or Charity cannot fubſiſt where ſound Faith and 
well-grounded Hope are wanting. A Man may give 
all his Goods to Feed the Poor, and yet be without theſe ; 
therefore a Man may give al/ his Goods'to feed the 
Poor, he may have every place filld with the Memo- 
rials of his Beneficence, and yet for want of them 
be damn'd, eternally damn'd at laſt. 4 

But Bounty to the Poor being an inſeparable Atrer- 
dant on true Evargelical Charity ; and there being a 
certain Bleſſing promis'd to him who provides for the 
Sick and Needy (if we Tranſlate that paſſage rightly ) 
for the Lord will deliver him in the time of Trouble ; 
By what Marks ſhall we know when the /zberal Gzver 
wants this ſandtitying conſummating Charity? 

Then, A Man gives all his Goods to ſupport the 
Poor without this Charity, when He does ſo, without any 
ſound Principles plainly and neceſſarily moving him to 
ſuch Liberality. A Man of a naturally buiſy and ative 
remper, employing it in a good and plauſible, rather 
than. in a deſtructive way to that Society in which 
he lives, acts prudently ; for by that means he keeps 
himſelf out of harm's way ; he gets Reputation among 
the Neighbourhood, and makes his Life eaſy and de- 
lightful ; for every Man, even a profeſs d Atheiſt, on 
ſuch Confiderations, will be apt to do good to others ; 
becauſe rheir Bleſſings are, at leaft , ſafer than their 
Curſes. But the Reaſons of this Bounty may ceaſe ; 
the natural Conſtitution may flag ; Wealth and Grear- 
nels may make a Man ſcorn his tormer Fears, flight the 
Vulgir, and divert his Liberality. Again, A Min may 
have little particular Deſigns to carry on, Kindneſs to 
the Poor miy advance them 3 but, when they ac- 
complith'd, nothing but Gratztade, a Virtue ſoon = 
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by, can oblige him to continue it. Theſe then , and 
ſuch like , are i»ſufftctent Principles, and won't make 
Almſgiving ſo much as the fir/t Step to future Happi- 
nels. Only true Faith, where it has poſſeſſion of the 
Soul, is the unfailing Principle of univerſal Goodneſs. 
Faith without Works is dead , for it's but a pretended 
Faith. Works without Faith are uſeleſs , for all Mens

Nay, Julian perſuades Men , not only

He knew no way of conquering Chriſt ia- 
nity, but by the Endeavours of hs own 
Party to excell the Chriſtians in thoſe 


_ and other popular Virtues ; and there- 


fore he tells Ar/acius and his Brethren, 
that Ze had order'd them a vaſt Quan- 
tity of Corn and Wine at his own charge 
to enable them the better to relieve the 
Poor and Strangers.Now it the (a) Men 
of all Faiths ſhall receive ſentence on 
the foot of their Deeds of Charity or 
Beneficence, without any reſpect to their 
Opinions, as ſome would perſuade us, 
I know no reaſon why Empedocles or

But the Sheep , at that great Day, ſhall be Sen- 
t-nced only by their Works of Mercy, and the Goats 
by their negle& of them; True ! for Men and An- 
gels, the whole rational World at leaſt , ſhall be Wie- 
meſſes of the Sentence, and underſtand the Reaſon of 
it, The Judge, who knows all things , knows their 
Hearts, and conſequently the Sixcerity and Rettirude 
of their Faith, bur theſe things are inviſible to the Mul- 
titude, But for their Works , they have ſeen, and 
known, and can judge of them, therefore their Works 
only are mention'd ; and if they be truly good, their 
grodneſs juſtifies that Faith to the Wicneſſes , | nor as 
indifferent, but as ſound and good, from which ſuch 
+- good Works could proceed ; therefore

Goats be right, That they repreſent only ſincere and 

{alſe Chriſtzans, his Judgment is the plainer, mp} the 
ſoananeſs 
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ſoundneſs or . unſoundueſs of their Faith is that which 
moves the Judges breaſt ; though the outward appear- 
awce 'or the Truth and reality of their Works be inſiſted on 
far the ſatisfadlion of the Standers by. This is the 
true; import of. that Parable, and none but 1Z men 
will endeavour ta 'nterpret Scripture ſo as to des» 
troy it. ; 


A Man gives all bis Goods to feed the Poor, 2. 
and yet has no Lowe or Charity, when all his Beneficence 
ſprings from Vaineglory, or is levelPd. at any mean or 
miſtaken end, That man had .need to (tand very well 
on his Guard againſt temptation, who can avoid this 
infinuating Miſchief. Fonowr and Reputation are gaudy 

 thungs,, and Men are apt to have en Eye to them, 
even: in thoſe ' matters wherein: God's hononr., and 
the acknowledgment of our Debt xo hzm, ought .to be 
the great /rdacement to, and the: ultimate End of all our 
AQtions. Bur, in ſuch a Caſe, all my Liberality can 
profit. me nothing ; Nor can Millions ot hearty. Prayers 
ſeat up by thoſe poor peri/hing. Creatures, whom 1 
have. reliev'd, carry me up. one\ mail degree toward 
Heaven ; unleſs they .prevail with-God to bring me to 
my felf, to give me the Grace of Se!f- denial and uw 
mility, that I may aſcribe all thas. good I'm an Iofirn- 
ment in, not to-my ſelf, but.-to:the Grace of Ged in 
me. ' Are not theſe-the Hoſpitals which I have built 2 
The Porr whom | have fed > The Nated whom I have 
claath'd > The Priſeners whom 1 have diſcharg'd, out 
of my own or other Mens Eſtates, and to latis!y my 
own. Compaſſionate Temper 2 are as dangerous Que- 

ſtions ; as, [s not this great Babylon which f\ have bull, Dans 30. 
for the Houſe of my Kingdom , by the Might of my 
Power , and for the Honour of my Majeſty + Ia fuch

Caſes a Man does what he does, not out of Gratz. 
tude to God , or as a Faithful Steward of his Trea- 
ſores; not out of real tenderneſs for the Diſlreſs'd; or 
becauſe he can't bear their Wants while himſelf lives 
in Plenty; but he does it, to impoſe upon the unob- 
ſerving World, to be Talkd of, to be Praig'd, and to 
have flattering Memorials and Monuments rais'd to him: 
after D:ath, which may ſerve to encourage Atheiſm 
and Hypecriſy , and make the Friends of Libertiniſm 
believe, That it's no Matter what their Faith is, if 
they be But free Diſpoſers of their own , or Induſtrious 
Diſtributers of other Mens Bounty.. 


Men of this Humour are eaſily known; They'l not 
wait modeſtly for the Commendations of others , but 
every where, and on every occaſion proclaim their 
own Good Deeds. None need to take care to ſpread: 
their Glories, and few of their commendable Actions 
ſhall be done in a Corner. This was the Phariſaic. 
way, they did all their Good Works to be ſeen of Men, 
and with reſpe& to that Way our Saviour gives that 
admirable Caution, Take heed that ye do not your Alms 
before Men to be ſeen of them, otherwiſe ye have no Re- 
ward of your Father which is in Heaven, Therefore, 
when thou doſt thine Alms, do not ſound a Trumpet be- 
fore thee, as the Hypocrites do, in the Synagogues, and: 

in the Streets, that they may have

Glory of Men: Here, ſays Grotias,

Not but that Publick Occafions will 
require Publick Liberality , and, according to a Man's 
Station , a good Example may. be of excellent uſe ; 


but. 
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but even in ſach caſes a wife or humble man, will ra- 
ther give others leiſure ro applaud his Bounty, than 


begin the Work himſelf. P-hz/o, of 
old , had a juſt Notion of this way. 
If, fays he, you examine all © things 
ftriflly, you'll ſee that Men cryd up 
for their Liberality, rather ſell than 
beſtow their Bounties ; and thoſe, whom 
we think Alms-Men , are really Pur- 
chaſers of what they get ; for when thoſe 
who pretend to give, hunt on the other 
hand for Honour and Fame, expetting 
a Reward for their Bounty, they ſham us 
with a gaudy name , and really ſtrike 
a Bargain ; for none but Sellers take a 
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Price for what they part with ; and R. Aben Ezra gives Aben.F2r> 
this for a Rule, /f any Man gives Alms to the Poor, 3Pud Gro- 


tum in 


let him not do it to get Honour, or that he may boaſt 
of it to others ; for he who does ſo ſhows, That he. wa- 
lues the Praiſe of Men more than the favour of. God. 
Indeed our Saviour aſſures us , that even ſuch Men 
have their reward ; but it's only what they aim ar, 
empty Breath and fleeting Air:; while the modeſt Chr:- 
ftian, ſound in Faith, and afting upon that Principle, 
obtains the End of his Hope, the Salvation of his Im- 
mortal Saul, 


Above all then; he miſtakes who thinks 4/mſgiving 
is that Charity which ſhall cover a multitude of Sins. 
He, who has that Charity, will, according as God has 
bleſt him, give Alms; but the Cauſe and the Efedts 
of that Caule are very difterent things. Alms are fre-

and yer for all chat they have 
no Fruit of their Works , be- 
cauſe the chief Work lacketh. 
Hom. 1. Of Good Works. 
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need, and ſhutteth up bis bowels of com- 
paſſion from Him , how dwells the love 
of Ged in him 2 is a ſevere Queſtion, 
but infers what we bave been aſſerting 
all chis while, That Bounty to the Poor 
wnleſs #t proceeds from Faith and Love 
( for they are inſeparable) can do the 
Grver no ſervice, whatever advantage 
the Recerver may have by ir. The 
Reward of Mercy is great, it it riſe from 
a found and fincere Faith, or at leaſt 
from a dudile Mind willing to be jn- 
ſtructed, and to embrace it with all 
humility and readineſs, Thus in. Cle- 
went's Conſtitutions, we have. that 
advice , if you have wherewtth , give 
Alms with your own hands for the Expi- 


ation of your fins, for by Alms and Faith fins are taken 
away ; Thus they go hand in hand, and theſe things which 
God has joyn'd together no Man onght to put aſunder. 


A Man may give all his Gooels to feed the Poor with» 


out Charity ; if he does ſo, to ſupport and bring Re- 
putation to Hereſy , and ſo to propagate Diſorders and 


Confufions in the Church of Chriſt ; As if only ſuch a 
Faith as the Giver owns could be the Parent of ſuch 
Works. We have obſerv'd already how Jultan, by 
this means, hop'd to have undermined Chriſtianity, and

reſtor'd Paganiſm ; and *twas thus Lucilla made uſe 
of her great Wealth and Intereſts to encourage the 
And indeed it's but reaſonable, that thoſe 


who call themſelves Chriſtians, and are none, but have 
a deſign to break the @nity of the Church of Chriſt, 
ſhould have , or at leaſt pur on ſome very Popzlar 


Aus 
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qualities, whereby to render their Heretical deſigns the 

teſs ſuſpected. For if T have once entertaind a great 
Opinion of a Man and his Converſation, I ſhall be ve- 

ry unwilling to believe he intends ill, or that his 
Opinions can be damning, whoſe Perſon is fo acceptable. 

Bute when we talk of Hereſy and Hereticks, we. are 

at a loſs. The Apoſiles, ſure by ſome miſtake, fore- 

warn Chriſtians often of Sacrilege, Schiſm, and Hereſy, 

as very great Sins; The two former, ſome, who are 
roucin'd too near, have endeavour'd to loſe in a Miſt, 

and would make us believe there are none guilty of 

ſuch ſins now a-days ; And for the /aft, others, who 

cty up one another for mighty Creticks, rejet the 

common Notion which the World has hitherto had of 

Hereſy and: it's Friends. They tell us ; it's not the 
Palſhood of any Opinion that makes it to be a He- 

reſy, and the Perſon that holds it to be a FHeretich, Sermonon 
But it's the Clamour and Fuſtle made about. it , which -g-=pa_k 
makes both the firft and the laſt. It then, according OR 
to their ſenſe, a Priſcillianiſt (it (till, or only ſlily and 

ſilently endeavours to ſeduce Souls, and a zealous good 
Chriſtian ſtands: up vigoroully in Detence of Truth, rhe 
Chriſtian's a Heretick, and Chriſtianity Hereſy, and the 
Priſcillianiſt , for all his helliſh-Opinions, a very nxe- - 

cent Perſon, and by no means to be rejected, Bur if 

their Aſſertion be true, according to common Senſe, 

thoſe who advance it are the greate/t Hereticks of our 

Age ; for they joyn both falſe Dottrines, and an ex- 
traordinary Buſtle and dangerous Warmth together. © It Errrre 
may be they take ſh:iter under St. Auſtin's, I may rn $4 
be in an Error, but 1 will be no Heretick, who «i: nolo. 
means he would nor be Obitinate, for O#/tznacy, nor nm 
an involuntary Miſtake, makes the Feretick ; But this cy, ere. - 


will-not help them. Their own Critick calls Opini= mentius 
ons. 9ctenla. 
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ons too eagerly defended, Herejies ; here again , ſince 
none ever more ſcurrilouſly , impudently , or furiouſly 
defended their diftinguiſhing Opinions than 7heſe Men, 
by their own acknowledgment they are notorious Fle- 
reticks. Nor will their abſurd pretended Syxcreti/m 
with the Church of England, as a ſound part of the 
Catholick Church, (a ſham offer'd only to impoſe on 
Children ) clear them of the Title. 


Hereſy indeed is a Word of an different Significa- 

tion in many Ancient Authors ; but , though both 

Grotius and Ravanellus think otherwiſe, it's no where 

ſo in the New Teſtament, The Hereſy or Seft of the 
AQss.1;, Sadducees, in St. Luke, is a Brand on them, and fo it 
AQs 15.;, was on the Phariſees, when St. Paul and Barnabas us'd 
A 854 it. 7ertullus calls Chriſtians, the Sef or Hereſy of the 
Nazarenes , by way of Reproach ; and St. Pau! under- 

ſtood the Fews meaning well enough, when they cal/d 

v.14. That way Hereſy in which he worſhipp'd the God of his 
Fathers ; Nor was their ſenſe queſtionable who tell 

Ats 28. him, that as for that Hereſy, which he preach'd, they 
: "Y knew that it was every where ſpoken againſt : and even 
5: where the ſame Apoſtle calls Phariſaiſm, the ſtrifteſt 
Hereſy of the Jewiſh Nation , he declares againſt it. 

All other Texrs, where Hereſy or Hereticks are men- 

tion'd have ſuch CharaQers or Epithets annext , as 

render their meaning indiſputable. In Scripture then 

it's us'd always in an #// ſenſe, and, in it, the Hereſy 

and Heretick are both condemn'd. But when St. Peter 

: Pet. 2-1. forewarns us, That there ſhould be falſe Teachers among 
Chriſtians, who ſhould privily bring in damnable He- 

refies. 1. e. ſhould ſpread Helliſh Opinions, but as 

far as poſſible conceal the Names of their Authors, 

he inſtances in Oxe contrary to that Faith which himſelf 

and 
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andthe reſt of the Apoſtles taught. 7hey taught that Grd 
had redeemed his Flock with his own Blood ; Theſe would 
deny the Lord who bought them; and make him nor God 
but a Creature, and conſequently ancapable of Redeeming 
them, Such as theſe were AHereticks in the Apoſtles days, 
and afterwards; and ſuch are Hereticks,and their Opinions 
damnable Herefies in ours ; and God knows,there are too 
many who follow their pernicious ways, by reaſon of whom 
the way of Truth is evil ſpoken of. From all this we learn - 


that Zerefe, in a Scripture and Eccleſiaſtical ſenſe, is 
not Fadtiouſneſs Civil, but an oppoſition made to the Church 
and her Dottrines drawn from the Word of God, and ge- 


erally received from the Begining , under pretence of See a Ser-

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Well, but him who is weak in the Faith we are to re- 
ceive, therefore certainly no? to reject, But if thoſe whom 
we have to do with are weak, and will own it, whom 
ſhall we call ſtrong 2 The Fathers of our Church, who are 
moſt admir'd for Piety or Learning : The zyferior Preſ- 
byters, who have labour'd hardeſt in the Word and 
Do@rine, are all but Children, meer Pigmies in the 
hands of theſe Defyers of the Armies of the living God : 
They are treated with all that ſcorn and contempt , 
which Opinionative Critics , for: they'r all ſuch, can 
throw upon them. They'r confuted with nauſeous 
Repetitions of bafled Arguments, and abundance of ſcur- 
rilous Humour, and Paganiſh Buffoonery. Yet God wil 
accept. of them, they ſay. But we think, that if they 
keep now no better than themſelves and their own 
Writers, we need not wilh, that an angry Judge, after 
Death, would condemn them to worſe Company. Bene- 
ficence deſign'd to promote ſuch Herefies, and to make 
ſuch Mex better thought of, cannot be accompani'd 
with that Charity which. our Text recommends. 


For that Charity always tries to heal, not to: tear 
open the Churches Wounds : It neither invents nor fa- 
wvours New Opinions in Religion, but labours to preſerve 
the Unity of the Spirit in the Bond of Peace, and in 
Righteouſneſs of Life. That Heavenly Charity looks 
above the Flatteries of vain and fooliſh Men ; owns 
the inſufficiency of the beſt humane Works; and knows 
it can never diſcharge that vaſt Debt it owes to Di- 
vine Goodneſs, by the moſt profuſe Bounty zo. the 
Neceſſities of Men: The Son of this Love, values one 
ſpark of ſuch Charity more than. a thouſand ſenſeleſs 
Criticiſms, which ſerve only to derogate from the 
Truth and Wiſdcm of his Maker. He believes in God 
the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy Ghoſt, ac- 


cording. 
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cording to thoſe Revelations they have made of them- 
ſelves in Scripture; and would rather believe the Pro- 
phets and Apoſtles honeſt Men than quibbling Sophi- 
fters. His pure unſpotted Love, wirh reſpett ro God, 
muſt always believe in him, depend on, admire and 
adore him ; and when he remembers his own diſtance 
from God by Sin, and God's Condeſcention to pur- 
chaſe Pardon and Grace for him by his own moſt 
precious Blood, though in that ſtate of Enmity, That 
Faith which he has i» him,that Love which he has to him, 
muſt make him always-tender, compaſſionate and mer- 
ciful with reſpe# to Men. We need to run to no falſe 
Opinions to excite us to Beneficence, Wiſe Men wont 
pretend 7s gather Grapes of Thorns, or Figs of Thiſtles ; 
This is a faithful ſaying , and theſe things we of the 
Church of England affirm conſtantly, That thoſe who have 
believ'd in God might be careful to maintain good Warks ; 
theſe things are good and profitable to Men. | 


We would then have the Poor provided for, we 
would encourage a juſt care for them 3 we pretend in 
vain to be Chriftians if we forget our poor Brethren ; 
for we were poorer by far, when our merciful Savi- 
our made himſelf poor on. our Accounts, and extend- 
ed his Compaſſion toward us. If any one will give 
all his Goods to feed the Poor , provided he wrongs 
none elfe by that Liberality, and the Love of God 
conſtrains him, may his Heavenly Father, who ſees 
in ſecret, reward him openly! He who gives to the 
Poor ſhould give without Conſtraint, without Grudging, 
and with Pleaſure, for God loves a cheerful Gtver. H- 
ought to give proportionably to what God has bleſt 


him with; He who voluntarily devotes the Tenths of 
D 2 all 
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all he has to the ſupport of the Poor , does no. more, 
and none ever ſuffer'd yet by a: Bownty ſo proportion'd. 
What he gives ought: to be bs own, zZ: e. not gotten 
by Addreſs and: Craft, or by Violence; for he who 
wrongs one to feed or cloath another, gives Nothing, and 
by ſuch Sacrifices, never pleaſes but offends his Maker. 
But if the Rich in this world be ſound in the Faith, if 
they do good, if they be Rich in Good Works, ready to 
diſtribute, willing ro Communicate, they lay up in fore 
for themſelves a good foundation, that they may lay hold 
on eternal Life, Here's Love | here's Charity indeed ! 
enough to ſanftifie their A/ms, and to make the 
Prayers of the Poor a Treaſure of Eternal Bleſſings to 
them. 


But fince the Rich and Willing: cannot perhaps tell 
readily. where to beſtow their Bounty: without the

Dim tO the meanneſs of a Creature, nor divert the zrea- 


gogz.c.5. ſures of the Poor, to encourage ſuch as by their Writings 
and Diſcourſes do both) who may be appointed over this 
Buſineſs. 111 Men are commonly of the moſt aQtive 


and ſtirring Tempers, they know the leaſt negle& 


ruins their Afﬀairs; Good Men ſuppoſe their Cauſe will 
manage and ſecure it felf ; but though it will do fo, 
their Induſtry is not a whit the leſs requir'd ; and 
while the activity of 1Z Men deſtroys them, we have 
an infallible Aſſurance , That 2zt's- good to be zealouſly 
affeted always in a good Cauſe. Men ſound in the 
Faith , would not only. be Faithful Stewards with 
regard to the Bodies of thoſe in Want , but they'd 

be 
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be Pious Guardians of their Souls too; They'd in- 
ſtil the Principles of ſound Religion into them',. as 
well as relieve. their outward Neceſſities ; and a Love 
tor Mens Bodies muſt certainly. yield 'to. a tenderneſs 
for... their Souls. A Lazarus, full of ſores and.ſtarving, 
thay. be carry'd by Angels into. Abraham's Boſom ; but 
without Faith its impoſſible to pleaſe God; and by 
Grace , both Poor and Rich muſt be ſavd, and that 
not of themſelves , it is the gift of God. The Work Eph. 2.8. 
- of Faith, the Labour of Love, and the Patience of ogg 
Hope, will always be favourably remembred both by 
God and Men. Vl never confide in that Man, who 
will not believe his God, and muſt ſuſpet Zim 
to be full of Trick and Defign, who repreſents his 
Maker as guily of Artifice and Chicanery in his Re- 
velations of himſelf to the Children of Mex. But he 
who is right and ſincere in kis Faith toward God, 
Pm- fure will be zruſty to his Neighbour. He'll be 
kind” to both the Bodies and Souls of the Pooreſt : 
He'll wit the Fatherleſs and Widows in their: Aftidi- 
ons, and keep himſelf unſpotted from the World. By
